In his veto, Hie govern- 
or, reviewed at considerable length 
the long contest waged In Wisconsin 
over railroad freight and passenger 
rates, and for the passage of a law

of the Burnett bill 


•would permit railroads to discriminate 
In their passenger rales, which would 
be Intolerable to tho general public,

him, could ride on transportation se- 
cured in exchange

Madison--Tho Wisconsin legislature 


favors tho preservation of tho first 
territorial capital of Wisconsin, loca- 
ted at Bolmont (now Leslie).i The 
Joint finance committee of the legisla- 
ture has recommended an appropria- 
tion of $3,000 for tho purchase of the 
buildings, their removal to the site on 
which they were located in 1836, and 
tho rebuilding of thorn as nearly as 
possible into tho form In which they 
existed when tho first terrltoilal leg- 
islature mot there in tho fall of 1836. 


For years past tho old capltol has 


been used as a barn for cows and 
horses and hay, According to Jona- 
than Henry JOvann, a Plattevillo bank- 
er, in hli reminiscences illed with the 
Wisconsin Historical society, the low- 
er lloor was used as a senate cham- 
ber, and tho second story was used as 
tho assembly chamber. Recently up- 
wards of thirty members of the pres- 
ent legislature visited the scene, and 
tho opinion seems to bo nearly unani- 
mous in favor of tho preservation.

Daniels lins ordered cuiil and oil pro- 
ducers to supply the enormous quanti- 
ties needed by the navy at prices to bu 
fixed later by the president when tho 
federal trade commlshlon has deter- 
mined a fair rate, Tho navy will use. 
1,750,000 tons of coal ntul 50,000,000 
barrels of oil purchased under this 
application of Uu; authorities granted 
by congress. 


Similarly steel for the entire navy 


building program Is being bought at u 
rate fixed when Secretary Daniels re- 
jected Die proposals of the steel mak- 
ers as too high. 


Secretary Daniels said that the coin 


operators proposed to furnish 
navj 


coal lit u rate of $2.05 a ton at tho 
mine. The navy has been paying ?2.8S 
a ton delivered. 
The secretary di- 


rected the companies to ship Immedl 
ntely, the orders being prorated among 
the producers, agreeing to pay a ten- 
tative price; of 52.88 at the mines pond- 
ing a report from the federal trudo 
commission. 


Oil quotations submitted Mr. Dun- 


lels, said, ranged from SI.58 to 51.80 
a barrel, delivered at Port Arthur, al- 
though tin; present rate Is SO cents n 
barrel at that point. The department 
directed the producers to fill Us or- 
ders for 50,000,000 barrels, leaving the 
question of price to be determined by 
the trade commission.

U.S. TO RUN MINES AND LINES 


Trade Board Says It Is Only Way to 


Avert Shortage—Fuel Famine Pre- 


dicted. 


Washington, June -'-. -Government 


pools of coal production and distribu- 
tion and of rail and water transporta- 
tion were recommended .to congress 
ou Wednesday by the federal trade 
commission as tin; oulj means of avoid- 
ing a disastrous coal shortage next 
winter. 


"The commission believes," says the 


report, submitted after many months 
of Investigation ordered by congress, 
"that the- coal Industry Is paralyzing 
tin; Industries of the country and that 
the coal Industry itself Is paralyzed by 
the failure of transportation. Tin-re 
are enough coal curs In llio country, 
but not enough are delivered to the 
mines, and these cars are not moved 
to the point of consumption with the 
greatest expedition, 
nor 
are 
they 


promptly discharged." 


In view of these conditions the com- 


mission recommends: 


"1. That tho production and distri- 


bution of coal anil coke be conducted 
through a pool in the hands of a gov- 
ernment agency; that the producers of 
various grades of fuel be paid their 
full cost of production, plus u uniform 
profit per ton (with due allowance for 
quality of product and efficiency of 
service); und, 


"2. That the transportation agencies 


of the United Slates, both rail und 
water, be similarly pooled and oper- 
ated on government account, under the 
direction of the president, and that 
all such means of transportation be 
operated us a unit, the owning cor- 
porations being paid a Just and fair 
compensation which would cover nor- 
mal net profit, upkeep und better- 
ments."

Tho University'of Wisconsin Is en- 


gineering a campaign to induce Wis- 
consin fanners to erect silos. 
Ac- 


cording to those who,know, the silo 
IH not an expense to the farmer, but 
a money maker for him and a good 
thing for the state and couatry at 
large. In some instances, it is stated, 
the cost of a silo is almost saved thn 
first year by the farmer who puts up 
one, 
besides which it helps to con- 


servo the resources of the state. 


It Is stated that a (farmer who 


stores his corn in a silo will receive 
from ten to fifteen per cent more 
milk, from his cows than when giving 
(hem, 
dry food, besides which the 


ullage is worth considerably more in 
other ways than if dried and fed to 
the cows In tho shape of corn. Dry 
corn is not much of a milk producej, 
while silage is o'nc of the best that 
grows. 


Then, 'In this part of Wisconsin, 


there is often a season when frost 
comes so early that corn does not 
have ia chance to ripen, and when It 
Is spoiled in this manner It Is of little 
value, while there is ne.ver a season 
when corn cannot be raised for the, 
silo, giving a feed that has no equal. 


In Homo sections of the country the 


farmers aro so arranging- things that 
they can have silage to feed to their 
milch cows tho entire year, claiming 
in this way they can get results that 
cannot be equalled In any other, 
As 


those men are those'who have mads 
a study of tho feeding. prop9sitlon 
'from a scientific view point, thoy 
should know what they ore talking 
about.

this may seem altruistic patriotism, 
but to us it is essentially good judg- 
ment and sound business foresight 
dictated by intelligent self interest. 


The desire for a silo has entered 


7iia»y a 'fanner's thought, but he hats 
neglected to translate that desire in- 
to action. 
Don't put off until too 


late, until the necessity of a'sllo 'is 
demonstrated. 
It will then be too 


late. It Is to be hoped the corn crop 
will mature; but even should our 
hope be realized, the silo will be :i 
good 
investment.

HuU and Japanese. 
Thoro cultiva- 


tion of the ground before p"anitng is 
advised in "Why Not Buckwheat?" a 
circular issued by the Agricultural 
Extension service, University of Wis- 
consin. 


Hardest time is usually de'termsnod 


by the number of ripened seeds. The 
cereal is shocked like any other grain 
arid threshed with an ordinary sep- 
urator. 


As J.iivie Wisconsin mills have been 


obliged lately to send outside of the 
sUite for buckwheat, the1 re seems to 
be no danger of an over-supply or of 
not finding a ready imarket through i 
local- dealers. In case of doubt about j 
disposing ol a contemplated acreage 
of this crop, farmers are being in- 
vjted to writo to tho Agricultural Ex- 
periment station for complete in- 
formation.

Milwau- 
kee was but a small town in 1846, 
the-rivalry of the local editors to be 
first to publish the President's anr 
nu-al message led the editors of the 
Sentinel and the Courier to anticipate 
the regru.'ar express service by jour- 
neying to Chicago to meet and from 
there forward the message to Mil- 
waukee by privwte conveyance. 
The 


message was received in Chicago by 
Wells-Pargo Express at four o'clock 
p. m. Fifteen minutes latqr the editor 
of the.Courier was on his way to Mil- 
waukee with it. Eight miles out the 
Sentinel editor passed him and "the 
run became exciting.11 The editor of 
the Courier, who won the race, thus 
humorously concludes his account of 
it: 
"We arrived at Milwaukee a few 


minutes belore two o'clock; making 
nine hours and forty minutes from 
the Tremont House in Chicago to 
the United States Hotel in Milwau- 
kee—a little the quickest run ever 
nwde over the same route by any 
white man. 
Mr. Fillraore is a hard 


one to beat, and with our,four inches 
advantage of legs we were but little 
wore than an hour and a half aheac 
of .them, 
We issued the Message ir 


an extra at ten o'clock the same day.'

"With the exception of a restricted 


area in the east, Canada is not an In- 
dustrial country. The greater portion 
of the Dominion must be classed as 
agricultural area, with only an Infini- 
tesimal part of It fully developed. 


"Lacking complete development, the 


agricultural portion of Canada has 
naturally placed its .main dependence 
upon fewer resources than would be 
the case in the States. Even In peace 
times, business would be subject to 
more frequent and wider fluctuations, 
due to the narrower foundation npon 
which it rests.

where. This uniform is used by the 
Algerian troops fighting for France, 
and it is most picturesque, with the 
full trousers like skirts, the colored 
sash, the short, tight jacket and the 
wrapped Ic-gglngs from knee to ankle. 


This Idea of inclosing the leg with 


wrappings of any kind goes back to 
the earliest history of the race. It 
may be prehistoric, but we know that 
the earliest garments of men were 
wrapped about the legs with strings or 
vines, to keep the material compact 
against the flesh. Therefore, when we 
revive this ancient nnd honorable cus- 
tom we are going back to the cradle of 
civilization, and it is only natural that 
the Oriental races, where civilization 
began, should have retained this Idea 
in the dress for both man and woman, 


France sends us- many afternoon 


gowns*as well as walking skirts 
which hang full from a high waistline 
In either plaits or fine gathers and are 
tucked in around the legs in some 
fashion, to suggest trousers. The bi- 
furcation is often in front, not In back, 
and some of the great dressmakers in 
France drop plaited panels of ornate 
needlework in the Slavic fashion down 
the front of the garment from bust to 
hem of skirt, in order to hide the bifur- 
cation ; but it is there just the same. 


This silhouette, which, keep in mind, 


Is patterned after the Oriental idea of 
trousers, and not the Anglo-Saxon one, 
gives" rise to an artistic variety of 
skirts that for the present seem to at- 
tract several classes of women.

Possibly, in peace times or In an 


era of ceremonial social dignity, this 
idea would not advance so rapidly 
among the women of two continents, 
but with millions-of women called to 
take the places of men, with ceremo- 
nial society simply gone by the board 
and with efficiency, utility and the 
greater degree of comfort being the 
tilings that women worship today, the 
trousered skirt Is gaining headway 
every week.

Large quantities of good milk have 
been spoiled in the home by impoper 
treatment. 
Had consumers 
always 


observed the following simple rules 
in taking care of daily milk deliver- 
ies during warm weather, much ot 
the product could have been 
kept 


sweet and wholesome: 
1 
Milk must not stand in a warm 


place for any length of time, 
but 


should be put in a clean ice-box or 
refrigerator as soon as possible. 


2. Keep milk or cream in the or- 


iginal package until needed. 


3 Carefully -wipe the mouth of the 


bottle before pouring milk or cream 


4. Do not pour back into the bottle 


any milk or cream which has been 
exposed to the air. 
5 Keep the bottle covered with a 


cap or inverted tumbler as long as 
any milk remains in it. 


6. Do not expose uncovered milk 


in a refrigerator holding foods hav- 
ing a strong odor. 
7. Wash milk bottles as soon as 


empty and do nofuse such containers 
for any other purpose. 
Use pure 


water, and do not wipe with a dish 
towel. 
Scalding and air drying a 


better. 
8. In case of contagious disease, 


"return no milk bottles to the dairy- 
man without the permission cf th 
health officer. 
Remember that skim milk is .* 


valuable food, containing 
all 
the 


nourishing elements of whole m-lk 
except Tat or cream. 
Sour milk can 


be used with soda in making hot 
breads, or it can be turned into cot- 
tage cheese or clabber. 
Never waste

Lumber company .are'erecting a buil- 
ding along the C. M/-& St P. rfght 
of. way "in this city where they, will 
start the manufacture of potash; The 
firm has • decided ..upon this venture 
'because of'the .prevailing .high pri- 
'ces a£ this chemical' which prior .to 
the -war was-largely obtained from 
Germany. 
Now that the supply has 


been shut'off we have, been rorcert to 
the manufacture of 'the commodity 
ourselves in the face of pxhorbitant 
nrices. The process of manufacture, 
while not complicated,, is qulte.u long 
one and is dependent solely upon the 
amount of wood ashes $hat can be 
=ecured. The Mohr Lumber company 
derive their' power from the waste 
slabs of woo'd and saw dust which is 
also burned.. 
This' .makes a large 


auantity;of wood ashes which are to 
be used in the manufacture ol the 
potash. 
The ashes are contained-in 


a large vat thru which water is per- 
colated-"just like grandmother used 
to do when she made sort soap, 
inc 


lye water Is then boiled down, the 
solids collected from this process be- 


ing .potash- in .the ..raw state. It. is 
necessary tp..use 'ten tons-of ashes to 
secure- one -bfarrel of potastt.

It Is 
positively known lo have been the ri-glmentu 
Hug of the Third Maryland reglme.nt, commanded 
bv Col. .lohn Kager Howard, at the battle of Cow- 
pens S. ('., In .Tunuary. 1778, In which light It was 
held by William Uachelor. 
Bachelor was sent 


home to Baltimore wounded find took his flag with 
him. 


After Biiclielor's death In March, 1781, the (lag 


remained In his family, and when the British In- 
vaded Maryland In 1814 this same flag was carried 
l.y William, Baehelor's sou, In the battle of Nortli 
Point, as a banner for the Twenty-seventh Mary- 
laud regiment. This Wliilum Bachelor <ll«d In 188"). 
Tbe flag, In 1907; was presented to tbe state of 
Maryland.and has since then reposed In Its capital 
building at Annapolis. 


Another famous banner Is tho battle (lag of Com- 


mandant Oliver Hazard Perry, tlie same which 
(lew successively on tbe masts of his tlagshlps, 
the Niagara and tbe Lawrence, In the buttle of 
Lake. Erie, September, 1813. Tills flag had been 
made at .Perry's express command, but at the sug- 
gestion of Purser Hambleton, he added the words 
tt bore, "Don't give up the ship," the last uttered 
by Captain Lawrence, killed In the fight In .Tune, 
1813. between the English and American forces. 
These words have erroneously been attributed to 
Terry, bill lire, in fact, nn adoption of Lawrence's 
sentence to Perry's flag. The banner Is a bunting 
of one solid color bearing Its famous motto In 
large lettwrs across Its face, and Is now kept at 
tin- United States Naval academy at Annapolis. 


A British Trophy. 
^ 


In tbe same chamber at tin; academy Is a gor- 


geous royal British standard which was eapturml 
from the parliament house when tbe capital of 
Canada fell. In 1813, Into American bunds. II Is a 
magnificent ensign with live <|imrtorlrigs, all In 
radiant tones, the heraldic bliissonry being such as 
was used In the time of George III. In one corner 
IK a red lion poised In air. to denote Scotland; In 
another is the golden harp of Ireland ; two other 
quarters contain three golden rnmpiint lions for 
England, while In the central quartering Is n com- 
bination of the arms of Saxony, Hanover, Unins- 
wlck and Limelmrg, •with some emblems of tbe 
Holy llomun empire. 


In tbe National museum In Washington is tbe 


real Star Spangled Banner, tbe same (lag which 
floated over Fort McHciiry In September, 1.814, 
when if was iittuckocl by the .British, and the ono 
around which Key wrote his Immortal poem. Be- 
ing 36 by 2(5 feet, tt will hang from tbe second story 
of a building to the tlrst floor. 
In spite of time 


It Is well preserved, and the stars and stripes 
which "gleamed through the perilous light" are 
still plainly to be seen. 


Mexican trophies arc to bo seen at the Naval 


academy. These nags are all unique In design, 
bearing'tbe Mexican condor standing on a cactus, 
with n stuike In its mouth. There are several of 
this war, one of them being tbe (lug captured by 
Gun.

In u tobacco factory In 
Hlch'mond, In Civil war times, many Federal sol- • 
dlurs were prisoners, among them u Timothy J. 
HCKIUI 
Ilcgan conceived the Idea of making n flag 


of' Federal Stars and Stripes even In tho close 
confinement of their prison. There were about 20 
men and they secretly pot together the material. 


A Dnnnul shirt made the blue ground, a shirt of 


white cotton furnished the white stars, and goods 
were bought sufficient to make, the rctl and white 
stripes. In biding, they worked ut their tusk till at 
lust it was finished. It was thrown to the wind at 
once In a place which was sheltered from the 
view ot the guards, then torn Into strips and di- 
vided among the men. After the wur, Begun, by 
persistent effort, managed to get together nil the 
pieces and hud them sewn Into a nag, which is 
now at Jtoxbury. 


The Hag of tbe Maine, the ship whoso sinking 


precipitated the Spanlsh-Amerlcnn war In 1898. Is 
kept at Annapolis. Near by the banners captured 
by Dewoy at Manila from the Spanish, us well us 
trophies of Ibe battle of Santiago. 


Tbe banner which floated over the North pole, 


raised there April 0, 1000. by Commander Robert 
K Peary, now lies for safekeeping In tbe vaults of 
ii' safe 'deposit company In Washington. It was 
made by Mrs. Peary, .the stars being worked In 
HllU embroidery. It was flown in the wind on the 
shores of tlie Polar sea for more than u fourth 
of its circumference. 
The bits of white with 


which it Is dotted Indicate tho fragments which 
(he explorer loft with records at different places 
In his Journey. Some were deposited at Cape 
Morris K. Jessup. the farthest northern point of 
land on earth; one was left at Cape Thomas Hub- 
bard, another at the starting point of tbe dash 
for tbe pole—Cape Columbia—five bits are In the 
ice of "Peary's Furthest Nortli," In 1000. and one 
Is yet In the eternal stillness of the North pole 
Itself. 


Oldest Flag in Museum. 


The, oldest tlug In tlie National museum, at 


Washington, Is tbe 
first United • States flag of 


which there Is authentic record, This is the ban- 
ner of John Paul Jones. On the very day the law 
wns enacted establishing a national flag for the 
United States of America, June 4, 1777, congress 
appointed John Paul Jones to be commander ot 
tho Hunger. 
History docs not .relate, with au- 


thority, the exact date of the making of the 
Hunger's flag, but It must have been very soon 
after the congressional enactment, because the 
war department states that "The ship Ranger, 
bearing the Stars and Stripes nnd commanded 
by dipt. Paul Jones, arrived at a French port 
about December 1, 1777, nnd her'flag received, on 
February 1-1, 1778, the first salute ever paid to an 
American flag by foreign naval vessels." 


Later, Paul Jones set his loved ensign high 


above the Bon Ilomme Jllchurd and It waved tri- 
umphant over many u fierce encounter with the 
foes of the new country. The most notable of 
these was when it came In contact with the Brit- 
ish ship Serupis in 1770 and went down. Comroo- 
dor Jones rescued his precious "starry nag" uml 
hoisted It over the cnptured Sernpls, bringing It 
home covered with honor. 


The museum authorities believe this to be the

FUNERAL OF TURKISH CROWN PRINCE 


The. following account of the funeral cortege of 


the Turkish crown prince is given by Alexander 
Brody, who saw the ceremony: 


On the scarlet covered coflln In which the body 


of Jnssnf teeddln. the crown prince of Turkey 
who had killed himself in his harem, was carried 
to the grave lay his fez, or "kalbag." In token of 
his mllltltry career. 
The collln was made of wood, for metal Is .too 


scarce even for n prince, and It was borne by the 
eunuchs of the royal household. Jussuf bad been 
kind to his servants although stern with their 


lc negro with the eyes of a faithful 


hound constantly smoothed the rod cloth lest u 
wrinkle might dishonor the soornllne.HB.oC tho occa- 
sion. and he kept constant watch on the pallbear- 
ers. The 500 burly negro eunuchs were as one In 
their grief. 
Following them wore the chamber- 


lains and attendants of tho Household, with red 
caps on their black heads. 


The coffin was gently laid on the Mussuln. tasiiy, 


n prayer stone, fragments of an old Greek column 
dating back to the days of the victorious emperors. 
The holy prayer was chanted : "Blssm Ulan Irish- 
man, elhamd ve lllnhl, robhl ul alemln" ("In the 
name of God, the merciful and gracious"), 
Then 


the holy men approached, dervishes of nil ranks, 
nevlevs and raputis, the monks who Impose pun- 
ishment on themselves by Imposing camel's-hnlr 
busbies two feet high on their beads. The fanatical 
death song is heartrending. The green cloth about 
the heads of some indicates that they have arrived 


ul sainthood through n visit to the tomb of tbe 
prophet at Mecca. 


After lhu dervishes came the members of "Union 


and Progress," tbe Young Turks, tn Parisian dress, 
Some of the faces wore milk white; now nnd then 
one saw a gray bcud among them. 


In the eyes of the dervishes burned the Urn of 


the past; In the Young Turks that of the future. 
Which one Is approaching his lust hour In Ibe 
Oxmun lands? 


The bend of n more conservative Turk came In 


view, that of the new heir to the sultiiu's'throne, 
Viihdodclln, oC Persian type, long, narrow-nosed 
features resembling Abdul Humld's, 


One may only conjecture concerning this repre- 


sentative of royalty, grown up In the shade of the 
hurmn walls, In constant companionship of women 
of tho Orient, who never divulge anything about 
their lords nnd musters. The' now crown prince Is 
.long past middle age. Behind him rode Prince 
Mcclsld, aged and worn; In fact, the whole royal 
family has left youth behind. 


A group -of Arabs came next, The rays of the 


cold spring sunlight threw pule gold over the fancy 
costumes of these men of the desert. 


A prominent merchant whispered : "They are the 


Arabs, o'f the faith, yet they do not obey Allah be- 
cause he Is merciful, but because they fear him, 
and not without reason. 
1 fear that we cannot 


trust .thorn In this holy war, ut least some, ot 
them. 
They vuluo money too highly, especially 


sliver, although they have no contempt for gold."

first American Hug that ciuue Into existence after 
the enactment of congress. 
As evidence of tlie 


theory they point to the 12 stars Instead of id. 
Hud this Hug bud an official predecessor the mis- 
take lu the number of stars would hardly hove 
occurred. 


This historic standard, kept Intact by long and 


loving cure, shows Its age In much-frayed edges 
and worn patches. 
The 12 stars, arranged In 


three parallel perpendicular rows, still stand out 
Htuncbly on their unstable foundation, for tlie 
blue field tand the 13 red and white stripes have 
grown pathetically threadbare. 


The National museum contains a collection of 


remnants of flags that participated In naval en- 
gagements from .the time of the Revolutionary war 
to the war with Mexico; nlso those of foreign ves- 
sels of war cnptured by tbe navy during those 
periods. This display ot fragments Is quite .utei- 
estlng. It wns collected by Peter Force of .Wash- 
ington, and presented by him to the library of 
congress, which transferred It to the National 
museum. 


Among these remnants is n piece of tbe Brit- 


ish nag of La Giferrlere, used during her encoun- 
ter with the Constitution, and of tho Java, worsted 
bv the same Indomitable American, as well us u 
fragment of the nag of tbe Algorlne brig Zonra. 
captured under Decntur. 


A division of the museum's nag collection re- 


lates to the Civil war, arid the raosl Interesting 
of these Is the garrison flag of Fort Moultrle. In 
Charleston harbor, South Carolina. This Hug was 
lowered December 20, 1800, when Mu.l. Ilobert 
Anderson, First United States artillery, moved 
his forces to Fort Sumter. The flng was secured 
by bis second In command, Capt. Abner Double- 
day and remained In bis possession until present- 
ed'to the Smithsonian Institution nt Washington. 


In tin' National museum also Is the United 


States nag raised In New Orleans by (be volunteer 
flag committee after the occupation In ISO'.!. Tills 
was the first Federal flag raised by citizens of any 
nf the Confederate states after tbe commence- 
ment of hostllllles. Here, too, is tb,e (lug of the 
United States ship Kenrsarge. In use. at the time 
of the surrender of the Confederate cruiser Ala- 
bama, also the first United States flag raised In 
Richmond after tbe surrender. This wns used as 
headquarters flag by Gen. E. 0. C. Ord, U. S. A., 
when he took possession ot the city. 


The history of our war with Spain Is Illus- 


trated at the'National museum by n scries of fiugs 
of picturesque interest. There is here the Spnnlsh 
'garrison flag used nt Fort Sun Cristobal, Sun 
Junn, Porto illco, during the entire war, nnd 
floated over the fort during tbe bombardment by 
tbe American flee't, May 12, 1808. There Is, too, 
the 'flag lowered from tbe customhouse nt the 
plaza. Ponce. Porto Rico, when It surrendered to 
the United States. Tho yellow stripe In (his flng 
was painted red to give It n chnnce tn escape 
Identification. Another flag here was taken from 
Ibe trendies before Santiago, and still nn'other Is 
n guidon used by Spanish Infantry ut Porto Illco, 


The museum Is nlso custodian of the pnnnnnt 


flown by Admiral Schley on the Brooklyn during 
the battle of Santiago. 


The United States Marine corps has a number 


of flags of vital Import. It Is proud of Its tro- 
phies, nnd well It may be, for It was tbe foremost 
In winning them. Tbe Marine corps possesses thc^ 
first American flag untlcr fire In Cuba. This flag 
wns raised by the Mnrlnc hnttnllon nt Quanta- 
nninn, the tenth of June, 1898, nnd flew during 
the hundred hours of continuous fighting by the 
marines nt tlmt point. After its use in this en- 
gagement It was hauled down nnd sent to head- 
quarters nt Washington. 


Another noteworthy flng belonging to tbe corps 


Is the slgnnl flag used by Sergeant Quick nt the 
buttle of Cnzco. During the engagement the fleet 
stutloned In the buy, while firing on the enemy, 
wns seriously endangering the unseen marines on 
land, who already had the Spaniards surrounded. 
A volunteer wns requested to go out and,signal 
to the fleet to stop firing. Sergeant Quick Im- 
mediately responded, and In full view of the 
enemy stood und wig-wagged the Dolphin to stop 
firing. Tho slgnnl flag was rent In several places, 
but the sergeant escaped Injury. For this net he 
received n raedul und honorable mention. 


Among some Inter tings to come Into possession 


of the Marine corps Is the large United States 
flag used by the marines during the siege of the 
legation la Peking at. tho time of the Boxer riots, 
It may be recalled' thnt the guard, of the Oregon 
served In Peking. 
This wns their post flng nnd 


wus planted on the Tartar city wall, where It wns 
Jenlously, guurded. Later It wus hoisted on the 
ruins of the Imperial Chlen' Men ns a slgnnl to 
the allied forces, and It has the honor of being 
the first signal the hitter hud that their friends 
were still living. The flng shows Its hard usage 
ut the hands of Its enemies, being torn In scv- 
erul places by volleys of shot anil shell assail- 
ing It. 


Another Chinese memento possessed by the Mn- 


rlne corps Is a large Imperial, flng captured on the 
walls of Tientsin by the marines when they ut- 
tncked the city, This Is n largo pennant-shaped 
affair of turkey red, with enigmatical Chinese 
characters In its center.

No Financial Depression, and 


None Since the War Began. 


A. well-known correspondent of an 


Important Western dally paper recent- 
ly made an extended visit to Western 
Canada, nnd tn summing up the re- 
sults, after going thoroughly Into con- 
ditions there, says there Is no financial 
depression In Canada, nor has ther« 
been anything of the sort since the 
war began. Anyone who hns watched 
the barometer of trade, and seen tho 
bank clearings of the different cities 
grow nnd continue to grow will have 
arrived nt the same conclusion. Tbe 
trade statistics reveal a like situation. 
The progress that the farmers are 
making Is highly satisfactory. As this 
correspondent says: "It Is true there 
have been adaptations to meet new 
conditions, nnd taxes have been re- 
vised, and thnt a very lurgo burden of 
( 


added expense In many lines hns been 
assumed, but It hns nil been done me- 
thodically, cnrcfully nnd with full re- 
gard for the resources to be called on. 


"Thnt this has been done fairly nnd 


wisely Is proved by the present com- 
fortable financial position. 


"With the exception of a restricted 


area In the cast, Cnnnda Is not an In- 
dustrial country. The greater portion 
of tho Dominion must be classed as 
agricultural area, with only an Infini- 
tesimal part of It fully developed. 


"Lacking complete development, the 


agricultural 
portion of Canada lias 


naturally placed Its main dependence 
upon fewer resources than would b« 
the case In the States. Even In peace 
times, business would be subject to 
more frequent nnd wider fluctuations, 
due to the narrower foundation upon 
which It rests. 


"Thus, Canada has been able to 


come up to the war with efficiency and 
sufficiency and to maintain and eTen 
advance Its civilian activities. 


"Canada's first clement of financial 


strength lay In Its branch bank *y»- 
tern. This system has two great ad- 
; 
vantages: It makes the financial re- 
: 


sources of the Dominion fluid so that 
supplies of capital can run quickly 
from the high spots to the low spots; 
also, It places at the command of each 
0 


Individual branch the combined re- 
sources of the whole Institution so 
that there Is nn efficient safeguard 
against severe strain at any on* 
point. 


"Here In Winnipeg, the all-Canada 


banking houses maintain big, Btronsr 
branches and, as elsewhere In the 
Dominion, these held to an attitude of 
snncness nnd solidity that prevented 
even the start of any financial dis- 
turbance. 


Thnt business generally Is now com- 


ing strong on nn even keel Is largely 
due to the absplute refusal ot the 
banks, both branch and Independent, 
to exhibit the slightest signs of ex- 
citement or apprehenslvcness. 


"For all Canada the savings bank 


figures are astonishing. Beginning with 
1013, they are, for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31:

"These figures represent what Cana- 


dians have put away after paying tbe 
Increased living cost, which Is about 
the same ns tn the States, all Increas- 
es In taxes and Imports of all kinds 
made necessary by the war and gen- 
erous subscriptions to war bond Is- 
sues.

wrappings of any kind goes back to 
the earliest history of the race. 
It

revive this ancient and honorable cus- 
tom we are going back to the cradle of 
civilization, and it is only natural that 
the Oriental races, where civilization 
began, should have retained this Idea 
in the dress for both man and woman.

which hang full from a high waistline 
In either plaits or fine gathers and are 
tucked in around the legs in some 
fashion, to suggest trousers.
